Redeemer celebrates a small surplus 


lor the first time in six years, Redeemer College 

is celebrating a small surplus. This positive fi- 

nancial outcome follows a difficult year as en- 
rolment dropped 6.8 per cent from the previous aca- 
demic period. 

Sacrifices made by the staff and faculty regarding 
salaries and increased giving from the supporting com- 
munity were the main contributing factors in overcom- 
ing the deficit caused by a decrease in enrolment. 

This decrease meant that Redeemer faced a po- 
tential deficit of $550,000. The college met the chal- 
lenge of realizing a balanced budget on June 30, 1997 
through a combined effort of increased giving and ex- 
penditure reductions. 

“We extend our 
heartfelt gratitude to 
our supporting commu- 
nity for their continued 
and generous support 
and to our employees 
for accepting an ex- 
tended period of leave 
without pay,” said col- 
lege president Dr. Justin 
Cooper. 

The outlook for this 
current year is more 
positive. In August, the 
college was able to pay 
off the last of the bank 
loan which means that 
all college long-term 
debt is held by its sup- 
port community. In ad- 
dition, enrolment is 
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slightly above target and there are more students liv- 
ing on campus than expected. 

However, at present Redeemer continues to require 
sacrifices from its faculty and staff in order to project 
another balanced budget for this fiscal year. To meet 
this objective, we will also need the continued gener- 
ous donations of our supporting constituency, as well 
as your prayers for the Lord’s blessings on the work of 
Redeemer College. 

“Together, we are confident that we can meet this 
challenge,” Cooper said.

As a result of this 

directional development, it is often said 

that Redeemer graduates and students are 
“different.” 

Dr. Beth-Anne (Bakker ‘56) Van 
Noppen is an individual whose vocation 
mirrors a sound Christian perspective 
strengthened while studying in university. 
As a part-time family physician, a wife to 
her husband Bob (also a family physician) 
and a mother of three children, Joshua, 
Amanda and Daniel, she has had to face 
many choices about her life and career. She 
attributes much of that direction to her time 
spent at Redeemer. 

Beth-Anne’s abil- 
ity to balance her ca- 
reer and medical 
school with being a 
Christian wife and 
mother speaks vol- 
umes of her strength of 
character. It also high- 
lights a faith-driven 
ambition; this is the 
main theme in a series 
of questions posed by 
Reflections in a recent 
interview via e-mail. 


Reflections: Was the 
transition difficult be- 
tween Redeemer and med school? 

Dr. Beth-Anne Van Noppen: I can remem- 
ber writing an article for The Crown [Re- 
deemer's student newspaper] in 1988 in re- 
sponse to what seemed the never-ending 
question: ‘Did Redeemer prepare me for 
med school?’ As I recall, the thesis of my 
article was “the Lord is always preparing 
us for what lies ahead,” and yet, as He is 
preparing us He is forming and building 
our character into what He wants us to be. 
Can [every] school know and predict every 
experience that is coming one’s way and 
make one ready for it? No. But our Re- 
deemer can. The students I came into con- 
tact with at med school were experts at 
multiple choice questions and had the un-

canny ability to remember details. 
I was used to getting the main con- 
cept of an idea and applying it. To 
be completely honest, I felt like a 
bit of an alien. I thought differently 
and my interests were quite varied. 
I think this is one of the great treas- 
ures of a liberal arts education and 
[hope that it has made me a better 
doctor. 

R: How tough was it being a Chris- 
tian in a secular med school? 

BV: To be a Christian in any place 
is a challenge and not any less in 
med school. It was a shock going 
from an environment where just 
about everyone says they are Chris- 
tians toa class of 80 of which two were pro- 
fessing Christians. So, need- 
less to say, Christian fellow- 
ship was a challenge as was 
Christian mentoring. In one 
sense, it's an easy place to 
lose your faith, There are not 
many like-minded folks 
around you. There is obvi- 
ously the direct challenge 
concerning various ethical is- 
sues such as abortion, eutha- 
nasia, and sexuality, but 
there is also a subtle under- 
tone of pride and self-au- 
tonomy. One thing that was 
extremely important for sur- 
viving med school was join- 
ing a church which held me accountable 
to the Lord and His people. During med 
school it became clear to me what God 
means when He says that He holds us in 
the palm of His hand and will not let us 
go. Itis only by His grace that lam where 
Lam today. 

R: What impact did having children have 
on your school work? 

BY: Children brought joy and colour back 
into a life of science and people's suffer- 
ing. They were and have been a wonder- 
ful gift from God. Joshua arrived on the 
scene eight months into my first year of 
residency, This presented a bit of a chal- 
lenge for us. Both of us thought that the 
responsibility of raising children had been

given to us, and we were leery of delegat- 
ing this. The Lord worked out some amaz- 
ing details, allowing us to share our resi- 
dency which meant that one of us was 
home with the kids all the time. 

R: How hard is it to balance your career, 
practice, and parenthood? 

BY: At present, [ am practicing mother- 
hood and have three very interesting and 
challenging patients. I have decided not 
to open a medical practice, because the on- 
going responsibilities are difficult to con- 
tain within certain set times. Right now, | 
feel my primary responsibility (and inter- 
est!) is to our family and specifically to the 
kids. 

R: Do you have any other thoughts on balanc- 
Ing a career, education, and parenthood? 

BY: | am thinking about Proverbs 3:5, 6 - 
“Trust in the Lord with all your heart and 
lean not on your own understanding; in all 
your ways acknowledge Him and He will 
make your paths straight.” When I started 
out on this journey, | really had no idea 
where I was going to end up, I had my 
own dreams of marriage and a family, but 
I had no idea how it was all going to fit 
together. I can even remember one of my 
friends saying: “Who would want to marry 
a doctor anyway?" Well here I am, a doc- 
tor, a wife, and a mom. The Lord has cer- 
tainly taken my winding--and perhaps 
unclear--paths and made them straight; as 
my journeying in Him continues He prom- 
ises to do the same. --BuS

More Questions about Wills & Estate Planning

he last issue of Reflections dealt with 

a number of impor- | 
tant questions that are 
frequently asked by peo- 
ple who are considering 
their financial responsi- 
bilities. In this issue we 
will continue our discus- 
sion by looking at ques- 
tions dealing with assets ' 
you may wish todirectto poy Stegeman 
family members and as- 
sets which can pass outside of one’s will. 


1) What are some of the assets that can go 
directly to the beneficiary rather than first 
to the estate? 

This treatment, commonly described 
as assets passing outside of the will, is ac- 
corded to assets such as real estate or bank 
accounts held in joint tenancy with right 
of survivorship. Pension or profit sharing 
programs and life insurance policies with 
a named beneficiary are also treated this 
way. In addition, property assigned to a 
trust agreement falls outside of a will, un-

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less there is a special provision in the trust 
agreement granting this power. 

A will does not provide for the man- 
agement of your property should you be- 
come incompetent although there are other 
legal arrangements which can provide pro- 
tection in the event of this happening. 


2) What about step-children? Are they au- 
tomatically included with my other chil- 
dren? 

If you wish to have step-children in- 
cluded as children in your will, you need 
to specifically state this in the will. If this 
is not done step-children will not inherit 
equally with your “children.” 


3) [have an adopted child. Do I need to 
take any extra steps to insure an inherit- 
ance? 

Adopted children will be treated as your 
natural children and will inherit equally 
with them unless you state otherwise in 
your will. 


4) Can I leave my estate to my spouse? 
There are two ways in which this can 
be done. Assuming both you and your

spouse are Canadian residents, you may 
plan your estate so that your property is 
given to your spouse as a bequest. Effec- 
tively your property is “rolled over” to 
your spouse without immediate tax con- 
sequences. (Taxes will be due only when 
the property is disposed of or when your 
spouse dies. The advantage here is a tax 
deferral rather than elimination.) 

You may also defer taxes through a 
spousal trust. Such a trust will allow your 
spouse to benefit from the income of the 
trust without the responsibility of manag- 
ing the trust assets. All income from the 
trust must go to your spouse, but the capi- 
tal may pass to beneficiaries you choose 
when your spouse dies. Once again pro- 
fessional advice is extremely important.

The book combines spiritual, psychological 
and biblical concepts in providing guidance for those who are 
seeking out God's call for their career. 

“T was taken back,” Krueger said concerning the award. “I 
was particulary surprised because it was a homegrown project. 
It wasn’t published at a publishing house like many of the other 
books in that category.”
